iKIWANIANS TOLD 


HOW WORLD’S 
RECORD WAS MADE 


The Kiwanians wero-informed by 
Mr. George Evarts at their luncheon 
Tuesday evening how he lowered the 
world’s record at Sioux City, Iowa, 
on a dirt track. On his way to Iowa, 
he won a couple of the big races, and 
a few days after reaching Sioux City, 
he: entered the horse and won the 
race. Two days later he entered, and 
established a new world’s record of 
133. Mr. Evarts was quite modest 
in his reference to his achievement, 
giving nearly all the credit to the 
horse. He then cited some of tlfe 
qualities a horse must have to stand 
the training and be fitted for such an 
event. On the other hand the driver 
must be a race track man, well train- 
ed; he must be accurate at the post; 
he must know the short way of the 
track; he must regulate the horse; 
he must be a good manager, and he 
must take extra good care of the 
horse. Replying to an inquiry from 
an American as to how he got such 
a good horse, Mr. Evarts replied that 
good Alberta oats, good Alberta grass 
and the stimulating air of Alberta did 
the trick.

King Charges Ontario 
Capital In Conspiracy 
. To Control Government 


Prince Albert, Sask. Feb. 2.—Pre- 
mier King opened his campaign in 
Prince Albert last night with a 
speech in which he charged that the 
monied interests in Ontario were en- 
deavoring to get control of the gov- 
ernment of this country. 

He had referred to Mr. Meighen’s 
tariff policy. 

“Back of this protectionist thought” 
warmly explained the prime minister, 
“lies the desire of a few men of great 
wealth to get political control in this 
country,” 

“That is the real issue in Canada, }: 
whether a few men who are already 
very, wealthy, : who. haye certain 'estab- 
lished ‘privileges, wlio: “reside: forthe 
most part in Eastern Canada, and in 
Montreal more than anywhere else, 
whether these few men are going to 
succeed in getting political control 
in this country so that they can make 
the policies of Canada serve their 
monied interests and their selfish 
purposes. 

“This country was face to face in 
the last election,” the prime minister 
proceeded, “with as great a conspir- 
acy as any country ever faced. That 
conspiracy has been made clear in 
the house of commons during the past 
month. That conspiracy is now ap- 
parent to every one in the Dominion.” 

Here Mr. King referred to the 
Patenaude conditions in Quebec and 
to Mr. Meighen’s absence from Que- 
bee during the last election. 

Mr, Patenaude had said he was as 
independent of Mr. Meighen as he 
was of Mr. King, yet, the prime min- 
ister charged “This group from Que- 
bec was to be part of the Meighen 
party.” 

Whatever the Montreal monied in- 
terests were to tell them to do, they 
were to tell Mr. Meighen to do. 

The government of this country 
was to be carried on in the secret 
councils of these gentlemen in Mon- 
treal,” the premier declared. 

There were only a few Patenaude 
candidates in the house of commons, 
but they had not been there five min- 
utes before they were supporting Mr. 
Meighen. Premier King referred to 
similar charges made by Sir Clifford 
Sifton. during the general election 
campaign and to Sir Clifford’s accu- 
sation that capitalists had put up 
from one to two million dollars. 


VOTE STRONGLY 
FOR FARM UNION 


Saskatoon, Jan. 30,—Strongly vot- 
ing in favor of a proposed basis of 
union, the joint convention of the 
Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ asso- 
ciation and the Farmers’ Union of 
Canada ended with every chance of 
an amalgamation being effected. 

The joint session yoted that the 
organization should be on a provin- 
cial basis “with an inter-provincial 
objective.” Union would settle a 
question that has been a bone of con- 
tention in both organizations for 
years. The matter of the scope of the 
unified organization proved the most 


contentious in the debate which 
sometimes rose to fever heat. Whe- 
ther it should be provincial, inter- 


provincial, Dominion or world-wide, 
gave speakers ample opportunity to 
display their argumentative powers, 
About 1,500 delegates were present,

WORST STORMS 
IN EXPERIENCE 
ON THE PACIFIC 


Victoria, Jan, 30.—‘It was one of 
the worst storms I have ever exper- 
fenced since being on the trans- 
Pacific service,” said Captain L, D. 
Douglas, commander of the C.P.R. 
Empress of Asia, which docked here 
from the Orient yesterday afternoon. 

The vessel was two days late caus- 
ed by having to run through the storm 
that has been raging over the Pacific 
for the last: three days, and also 
through the collison, when the Asia 
sank’ the Tungshing, a Chinese coast- 
wise vessel, shortly after leaving 
Shanghai. 

Wednesday night the As{fa ran into 
winds that swept the seas with a 
velocity of sixty to seventy miles an 
hour, The barometer read as low as 
28.20 during the voyage, and on sey- 
eral occasions the liner was forced to 
proceed at an exceedingly low speed. 

The Asia rescued the greater part 
of the crew of the Tungshing, but ten 
Chinese lost their lives. 

A second tragedy marred the trip, 
it was learned when the vesesl dock- 
ed, and details of the drowning of 
Leona Kearns, of the West Union, Il- 
linols, members of the girls’ baseball 
team from Philadelphia, which toured 
Japan last fall, became known.

SASKATCHEWAN, 
MANITOBA, TO ASK 
FOR RESOURCES 


Regina, Jan, 30.—Following the lead 
of Alberta and Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan intend to press for the return of 
their natural resources. Advices re- 
celved here from Winnipeg are to the 
effect that though Manitoba will con- 
tinue to seek the return of the re- 
sources a more satisfactory settle- 
ment will be sought that was given 
Alberta, 

In the legislature Thursday a re- 
solution moved by Dr. J. T. M. An- 
derson, Conservative member for Sas- 
katoon, to the effect that the govern- 
ment should again seek the return 
of the natural resources on terms fair 
to the province was passed unani- 
mously, This means that the sub- 
sidy of 3750,000 rising to $1,125,000 in 
lieu of natural resources will not be 
abandoned. 

Speaking on the agreement between 
Alberta and the Dominion govern- 
ment, Premier Dunning stated that 
Saskatchewan could have had her re- 
sources back on the same terms some 


three years ago.

Close season on prairie chicken and 
partridge may be put on in Alberta 
this year. The game department is 
considering the matter at the present 
time, representations having been 
made to it that such a step is desir- 
able in the interests of wild life con- 
servation. A decision will likely be 
reached shortly. 

Two previous close seasons on these 
birds have been observed since the 
formation of the province. These 
were in 1907 and 1917, and it has 
been noted that both the chicken and 
partridge seem to run in 10 year cy- 
cles. They were considerably reduced 
in numbers last fall, bunching more or 
less in certain localities, and the de- 
sirability of again giving them protec- 
tion is therefore to the front. 

Game act legislation at the forth- 
coming session of the legislature is 
not expected to be of large propor- 
tions but may include the prohibition 
of muskrat shooting, as recently ask- 
ed for by the fur interests, and pro- 
visions for the snaring of coyotes. 
The amendments to the act have not 
yet been decided upon.
